The opening of a new university term 
is always an event of the first magnitude 
because education has become one of the 
chief pillars upon which the truly demo- 


cratic state is erected. 


The announcement that registration 
at the University of Alberta for this 1948 
term will probably reach the imposing 
figure is 4,900 is first class news and vital 
news because it indicates that a large 
percentage of that number of young men 
and women will be turned out over a three- 
year period with excellent equipment to 
deal with the perplexities and problems 
of this highly complicated world. 

Criticism has frequently been offered 
to the effect that higher education is 
offered far too lavishly and cheaply to 
many who are incapable of making the 


best use of it. 


To a point that criticism 
fied when university life becomes a social 
intellectual career 
when the dollars of the taxpayers are de- 
voted to social ornamentation instead of 


rather than an 


intellectual exercise. 


But in a general way and as a broad 
principle, higher education has to be made 
available to a larger number of people in 
this age because it is upon the judgment 
and intelligence of a larger number of 
people that the welfare of society has 


come to rest.

This is certainly noticeable with 
the young people in our own 
town, It’s one of the era’s more 
ludicrous experiences to tune in 
on a bunch of fresh-faced young 
high school students and find 
them talking the language of tne 
Hollywood gangster, 

The disturbing aspect is that 
this barren and imitative form 
of communication seems now to 
continue into the older age groups, 
that people are more and more 
timid about expressing an original 
thought in an original manner, 
The whole trend is to coarseness 
and cynical understatement.

Armageddon of the fight by Dem- 
ocracy against the Red ism, 

Since then, conditions in the 
Orient have worsened until the 
western. Democracies are much 
concerned, Apart from other 
considerations, this vast area, in- 
cluding Burma, Malaya, Indonesia 
and Indo-China, is rich in rice, 


oll, tin, rubber, sugar and other 
necessities of both peace and 
war, 


The democracies need some of 
these supplies for military secur- 
ily. Moreover the rehabilitation 
of both the Orient amd Europe 
call for all these products avail- 
able, And of course untold mil- 
lions in the Far East are depend- 
ent on them, 

So this intensified Red offens- 
ive is calculated not only to de- 
prive the democracies of military 
supplies, but to block rehabilita- 
tion, 


This situation has Impelled 
Foreign Secretary Bevin to charge 
ip parliament that the Commun- 
ists are following a plan almed 
at the seizure of Southeast Asia. 
He indicated that Britain will do 
her best to oppose it “wherever 
it rears its ugly head.” 

Simultaneously the United 
States state department sharply 
counter-attacked in a statement 
against the Communist “drive 
for power” in Southeast Asia, 
The department made known 
that it was considering a “course 
of action,” though it didn't dis- 
close the type of action econtem- 
plated, 

The sews from Java is that 
the young Indonesian republic is 
facing civil war, 

The Communists have seized 
Madioen, in the central part of 
the island of Java, This is the 
third lergest city of the republic 
and 80 is a serious loss, 

Word also comes from an fn- 
formed source in Jogjakarta, 
capital of the \ndonesian repub- 
lic, that a document found in 
Communist party files discloses 
that a Communist coup was to 
be staged in Java after a rebel- 
lion was under way in Malaya.
